project to speculate that he and his 
current woman were hooking up 
when cameras stopped rolling. 

According to a source, Garner 
told her circle some of the chatter 
was true. A source says that in the 
past year, Garner revealed that 
Affleck “admitted to cheating” with 
one comely brunette love interest. 

A devastated Garner kicked him 
out of their $17.5 million home 
in L.A.’s Pacific Palisades, “but 
eventually decided to forgive him,” 
says the insider. Another source says 
Garner has mentioned suspicions 
of Affleck’s “one-night stands with 
random women,” and his recon- 
nection via Facebook with a former 
fling in 2012. Even so, explains 
a Garner pal, “she always fought 
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against the urge to throw her hands 
up in the air and walk away.” Mean- 
while, an Affleck source maintains 
that “infidelity was not an issue” for 
the father of three. 

While Garner and Affleck may be 
the only ones who know the whole 
truth, one thing seems certain: 
Garner’s trust had been broken. 

First she tried to solve the marital 
problems with a mix of couples ther- 
apy (over the years, they would go up 
to twice a week, says a source) and 
careful supervision.

Garner also found herself in the role 
of bad cop when it came to Affleck’s 
other vices.

“She was his rock.” An Affleck 
insider argues Garner’s impossibly 
high standards hurt their relation- 
ship: “Ben was never perfect enough 
for her, no matter how hard he tried.

Each time Garner considered 
leaving, she thought about her kids. 
In December 2010, for instance, 
the pair were ready to go their 
separate ways. “The spark was lost 
and the marriage had become a 
huge struggle,” says a source. For 
the sake of then 5-year-old Violet 


and 23 -month-old Seraphina, 
however, they decided to spend 
one final Christmas together as a 
family. Then things changed, says 
the source: “They got on better than 
they had in a while and decided 
their marriage had a chance and 
they could give it another go.” 

Their optimism was short-lived. 
During that summer, “the downs 
were becoming more frequent than 
the ups,” says a source. But Garner 
also became pregnant with their 
third child during that time. “That 
turned the whole thing on its head,” 
says the source. For a while, Samuel 

— who arrived in February 2012 

— brought the couple closer. “You 
know how it is,” explains a source. 
“Baby comes and solves the issues 
for a bit, but it’s just a Band-Aid.” 

Now Garner has ripped it off. 

On July 5, she arrived in Atlanta 

— kids in tow — to begin work on 
the drama MzVacZcs From Heaven. 
Meanwhile, Affleck, who’s slated to 
promote Batman v Superman at San 
Diego’s Comic- Con July 11, returned 
to their 3 -acre L.A. property, which 
sources say they intend to share.
